And  further  provided,  That  all  bids  and  proposals  received 
in  answer  to  the  advertisements  required  in  the  foregoing 
proviso  shall  be  opened,  and  the  contract  awarded,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works,  and  the 
proper  Committee  of  Councils,  as  prescribed  in  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  requiring  all  bids  and  proposals  to 
the  Departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of 
the  Committee  having  supervision  over  them,"  approved  July 
5,  1877 ;  And  further  provided,  That  the  City  Controller 
shall  countersign  no  warrant  upon  the  City  Treasurer,  unless 
he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  the  copy  of  the  schedule 
of  bids,  the  copy  of  the  advertisement,  and  the  statement  of 
the  award  of  the  contract,  endorsed  by  the  proper  Committee, 
as  required  by  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  touch- 
ing the  awarding  of  contracts,  and  the  countersigning  of 
warrants,"  approved  April  25,  1877.  And  provided  also, 
That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  expected  that  the  total

cost  of  the  article  or  work  required  will  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  proposals  in  writing  may 
be  asked  for  the  articles  or  work  to  be  furnished,  from  not 
less  than  three  reliable  parties  actually  engaged  in  their 
manufacture  or  sale,  and  that  the  proposals  received  shall 
be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  proper  Committee ;  and  that 
a  schedule  of  the  bids  received,  with  a  copy  of  the  request 
for  the  same,  shall  be  certified  to  the  City  Controller,  as  is 
above  required.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and 
the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
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on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors,  as  the  as- 
sessment made  in  the  year  1S79  (except  such  as  are  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  and  "rural  or  suburban"),  a 
tax  of  two  dollars  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed 
value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1880  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  eighty  (80)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eight  (8) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  eight  (8) 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  eight  (8)  cents.

Item  12.  For  the  Health,  the  sum  of  eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  seventeen  (17)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty,  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than 
par,  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  ten  million  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
funding  the  floating  indebtedness  of  said  City,  for  which  in- 
terest, not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall 
be  paid  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  at 
the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The 
principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty-five  series 
of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  each,  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged ;  and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  at  said  office,  until  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid,  commencing  with  series  "A,"  which  shall  be 
paid  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1880.  And 
the  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  certificates  of 
City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounPs  as  the  lenders  may 
require,  in  sums  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  its  multiple;  and 
it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates,  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  and  free  from  all  taxes.

Granting  the  American  Union   Telegraph   Company  permission   to  place 
telegraph  poles  and  wires  in  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  here- 
by granted  to  the  American  Union  Telegraph  Company  to 
place  telegraph  poles  and  wires  on  the  following  streets: 

On  the  south  side  of  Market  street  east  of  Front  street, 
and  on  the  east  side  of  Second  street,  between  Market  and 
Dock  streets,  and  on  the  north  side  of  Washington  avenue, 
between  Second  and  Front  streets,  and  on  the  west  side  of 
Front  street,  between  Washington  avenue  and  Mifflin  street, 
and  on  the  south  side  of  Mifflin  street  from  Front  street 
to  Moyamensing  avenue,  and  on  Moyamensing  avenue  from 
Mifflin  street  to  Broad  street,  and  thence  via  Penrose  avenue 
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and  Tinicum  Island  road  (or  Tinicum  road)  to  the  City  line. 
Provided,  That  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the 
right  to  place  telegraph  wires  on  said  telegraph  poles,  from 
time  to  time,  without  expense  to  the  City  for  the  use  thereof. 
And  farther  provided,  That  the  said  American  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  keep  the  poles  and  fixtures  erected  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  well  painted  and  in  good  repair. 
And  further  provided,  Each  pole  shall  be  of  chestnut  tim- 
ber, forty-five  feet  in  length,  seven  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
small  end,  each  pole  to  be  straight  and  neatly  dressed  and 
painted  with  not  less  than  two  coats  of  paint.  And  further 
provided,  That  the  permission  granted  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  City  Councils  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  American  Union  Telegraph  Company 
shall  also  have  the  privilege  of  placing  twelve  wires  on  the 
telegraph  poles  of  the  City,  on  the  north  side  of  Market 
street,  between  Front  and  Second  streets,  and  on  Second 
street,  between  Dock  street  and  Washington  avenue,  in  such 
position  on  said  poles  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police  and 
Fire-alarm  Telegraph  shall  direct.  And  the  said  American 
Union  Telegraph  Company  shall  renew  the  poles  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  in  use  on  the  north  side  of 
Market  street,  between  Front  and  Second  streets,  and  on 
Second  street,  between  Dock  street  and  Washington  avenue 
aforesaid,  without  expense  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And 
said  poles  so  replaced  shall  be  the  property  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  forty-five  feet  in 
length  and  seven  inches  in  diameter  at  the  small  end,  straight, 
neatly  dressed,  and  of  chestnut  timber;  painted  with  not  less 
than  two  coats  of  paint,  and  lettered  "Police  and  Fire- 
alarm  Telegraph,"  and  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  American 
Union  Telegraph  Company. 

Sect.  3.   The  said  American  Union  Telegraph  Company 
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shall  give  a  bond,  with  warrant  of  attorney,  to  be  entered  up 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  removal  of  the  poles  in  case  of  sale,  merger,  or  consoli- 
dation with  any  other  company.  Provided,  That  the  said 
American  Union  Telegraph  Company  shall  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  pay  for  the  publication 
of  this  ordinance  ;  And  provided  further,  That  the  said  work 
is  done  in  accordance  with  an  ordinance,  approved  April  18, 
1863,  regulating  the  construction  of  telegraph  lines  through 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Whereas,  The  said  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  Company  have, 
at  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  obtained  rights  of  way  for 
said  line  through  private  property,  so  that  the  necessity  of 
interfering  with  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  to 
a  great  extent  obviated  ;  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  occupy  the  end  of 
Filbert  street,  at  the  river  Schuylkill,  with  an  abutment  for 
a  railroad  bridge,  to  be  erected  over  and  across  the  said 
river,  and  to  use  the  line  of  said  Filbert  street  from  said 
abutment  eastwardly  to  Schock  street  (220  feet  eastward 
of  Twenty-first  street)  with  an  iron  trestle  work,  for  sup- 
porting a  branch  line  of  railroad  that  shall  connect  the  main 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  in  West  Phila- 
delphia with  property  owned  by  the  said  company  in  the 
vicinity  of  Market  and  Fifteenth  streets.  Provided,  That 
the  said  abutment  and  iron  trestle  work  shall  be  constructed 
to  the  satisfaction  and  acceptance  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  not  prevent 
the  use  of  the  said  Filbert  street,  as  so  occupied,  as  a  public 
highway  and  thoroughfare  to  the  river,  and  that  the  clear 
headway  under  such  trestle  work  shall  not  be  less  than 
thirteen  feet.

of  said  railroad  may  cross  the  same,  between  Filbert  street 
on  the  north  and  Jones  street  on  the  south.  Provided,  The 
structure  for  crossing  said  streets  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
use  of  the  street  as  a  public  thoroughfare,  and  that  there 
shall  be  a  clear  headway  at  middle  of  carriage  way  of  at 
least  thirteen  feet;  and  that  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  shall  construct  stone  or  brick  bridges  across  Twenty  - 
first  and  Twenty  second  streets.  Provided,  Suitable  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Gas  Works 
for  sufficient  ground  at  Twenty-second  street,  on  the  south 
side  of  Filbert  street.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  on  Jefferson,  Fourth,  and  Bodine 

streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewers,  each  with  a  clear  inside  diameter  of  three  feet,  viz. : 
On  Jefferson  street,  from  the  sewer  on  Thirtieth  street  to  the 
west  line  of  Thirty-second  street ;  on  Fourth  street,  from 
Lehigh  avenue  to  Cumberland  street,  and  on  Bodine  and 
Jefferson  streets,  from  a  point  on  Bodine  street  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  feet  north  of  Jefferson  street  to  the  sewer 
in  Germantown  avenue ;  said  sewers  to  be  built  of  brick, 
circular  in  shape,  and  in  accordance  with  specifications  pre- 
pared by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  ad- 
vertise, according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be  re- 
ceived for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  bidders,  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the 
contracts  that  the  contractor  shall  keep  the  said  sewers,  and 
that  portion  of  the  street  along  which  the  said  sewers  shall 
be  laid,  in  good  order  and  repair  for  three  years  from  and 
after  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  said  sewers,  and  shall 
accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties 
lying  on  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  author- 
ized by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the 
assessment  upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  cul- 
verts or  drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement 
thereto  approved  February  16,  1869 ;  any  excess  over  and 
above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by- 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Com- 
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missioner  of  Highways  to  draw  warrants  for  street  inter- 
sections, manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction 
of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to 
item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the 
Department  of  Highways  for  the  year  1880  ;  Provided,  The 
said  excess  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  (1,400) 
dollars.

granted  to  any  other  corporation.

time  provided  by  law  ;  wherefore  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  twenty-third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "  An  Act 
dividing  the  cities  of  this  State  into  three  classes,  regulating 
the  passage  of  ordinances,  providing  for  supplies  and.  work 
for  said  cities,  authorizing  the  increase  of  indebtedness,  and 
the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  and  punish 
certain  offences  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  providing  for  the  in- 
corporation and  government  of  cities  of  the  third  class,"  it 
has  become  as  effective  as  if  he  had  signed  it.

And  provided  further,  That  no  section  shall  be 
allowed  to  contract  any  bill  exceeding  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars,  and  so  much  of  this  ordinance  as  requires  proposals 
to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of 
Councils,  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  those  received  by  the 
sectional  boards ;  and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Courts  of  Common

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

four  court  clerks,  one  thousand  four  hundred  (1,400)  dollars 
each  ;  fee  clerk,  two  judgment  search  clerks,  three  locality 
search  clerks,  four  appearance  clerks,  mechanics'  lien  clerk, 
three  writ  clerks,  index  clerk,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars  each  ;  first  exemplification  clerk,  one  thousand 
four  hundred  (1,400)  dollars  ;  second  exemplification  clerk, 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  ten  recording  and  miscel- 
laneous clerks,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  (975)  dollars 
each;  custodian  of  records,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  ;  cus- 
todian of  books  and  messenger,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars 
each — total,  fifty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty 
(57,350)  dollars  ;  Provided,  That  the  amount  appropriated 
in  this  item  for  salaries  shall  be  taken  from  fees  earned  by 
the  Prothonotary. 

Item  2.  For  blank-books,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  blank-books  and  stationery,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  janitor,  six  hundred  (600)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  furniture  and  fitting  up  office,  three  hundred 
(300)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  incidentals,  three  hundred  (300)  dollars: 
Provided,  That  warrants  may  be  countersigned  on  this  item 
on  the  approval  of  the  bills  by  the  Prothonotary. 

Provided,  That  all  stationery,  paper,  printing,  binding, 
fuel,  advertising,  supplies,  work,  and  materials,  shall  be  ad- 
vertised for  three  times  in  two  daily  newspapers,  and  the 
contract  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  in  accordance  with 
an  Act  of  xA.ssembly  entitled  "An  Act  dividing  the  cities  of 
this  State  into  three  classes,"  &c,  approved  May  23,  1874; 
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And  farther  provided,  That  all  bids  and  proposals  received 
in  answer  to  the  advertisements  required  in  the  foregoing 
proviso  shall  be  opened  and  the  contract  awarded  in  the 
presence  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas 
and  the  Finance  Committee  of  Councils;  And  further  pro- 
vided, That  the  City  Controller  shall  contersign  no  warrant 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  unless  he  shall  have  been  furnished 
with  the  copy  of  the  schedule  of  bids,  the  copy  of  the  adver- 
tisement, and  the  statement  of  the  award  of  the  contract,  en- 
dorsed by  the  said  Committee,  as  required  by  the  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  touching  the  awarding  of  contracts 
and  the  countersigning  of  warrants,"  approved  April  25, 1877. 
And  provided  also,  That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  ex- 
ported that  the  total  cost  of  the  article  or  work  required  will 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  pro- 
posals in  writing  may  be  asked  for  the  articles  or  work  to  be 
furnished,  from  not  less  than  three  reliable  parties  actually 
engaged  in  their  manufacture  or  sale,  and  that  the  proposals 
received  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Commit- 
tee ;  and  that  a  schedule  of  the  bids  received,  with  a  copy  of 
the  request  for  the  same,  shall  be  certified  to  the  City  Con- 
troller, as  is  above  required.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  con- 
formity with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
repealed.
